The  Directors  herewith  submit  to  the  Proprietors  the  accounts, 
ol  the  year’s  working  to  the  31st  October,  1870. 

The  baiance  to  credit  of  Revenue-including  the  amount 
ot  ±1,511  19s.  4d.  carried  over  from  October,  1869,  and  a 
balance  of  £42  9s.  6d.  on  Interest  Account— is  £43,031  9s.  7d. 
After  deducting  the  interest  on  Debenture  and  Preference- 
Stocks  (£30,847  13s.),  a  net  sum  of  £12,183  16s.  7d.  remains, 
out  of  which  the  Directors  recommend  a  Dividend  of  One  per 
cent  to  the  holders  of  Ordinary  Stock,  carrying  forward  a 
balance  of  £2,157  Is.  7d. 
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This  result  may  be  below  the  expectations  of  some,  but 
under  the  circumstances  the  Directors  are  not  disposed  to  regard 
it  as  discouraging.  It  is  notorious  that  the  past  season  has 
been  not  only  dull,  but  in  many  cases  disastrous  to  the  leading 
places  of  amusement  in  the  Metropolis,  and  the  same  causes 
which  affected  them  might  naturally  have  been  supposed  to 
affect  the  Crystal  Palace  to  some  extent.  Nevertheless,  though 
a  falling  off  has  taken  place  in  the  receipts  from  Season  Tickets 
and  on  high-priced  days,  the  traffic  from  Shilling  Days  and 
Excursions  has  even  slightly  improved  j  and  the  large  sum 
obtained  in  1869  from  Reserved  Seats  and  Programmes  has  been 
practically  maintained. 

The  increase  which  appears  on  the  expenditure  side  of  the 
account  is  due  in  some  measure  to  causes  which  are  beyond  the 
control  of  the  Directors.  The  cost  of  the  repair  of  the  Rosary 
(Abstract  C) ;  a  large  increase  in  the  supply  of  water,  owing 
to  the  unprecedented  drought  of  the  past  summer  (Abstract  D) ; 
and  an  extra  expenditure  in  gas-fittings,  with  a  view  to 
economy  in  consumption  of  gas  (Abstract  B),  are  among  the 
prominent  items. 

On  the  other  hand  a  saving  of  £3,746  has  been  effected  in 
the  cost  of  ordinary  attractions  (Abstract  H). 

The  following  return  shows  the  comparative  number  of 
admissions  in  1868-9  and  1869-70.  The  recent  increase  in  the 
visits  of  the  Season  Ticket-holders  is  a  gratifying  evidence  of 
the  attraction  which  the  Palace  exercises  on  the  residents.

The  rent  of  the  Dulwich  Wood  Estate  has  now  been 
reduced  to  £30.  The  covenants  of  the  Lease  are  all  satisfied : 
the  Company  is  in  the  present  receipt  of  ground  rents  amount¬ 
ing  to  £931  6s.  8d.,  as  against  the  net  rent  payable  to  the 
College  of  £961  8s.,  while  in  two  years’  time,  the  whole  of  the 
leases  will  be  in  operation,  and  yielding  an  improved  ground 
rent  of  £360,  in  addition  to  a  probable  further  amount  of  £50 
or  £60.  In  the  meantime,  the  Company  are  in  possession  of 
nine  houses,  of  the  value  of  £21,400,  which  may  be  realised 
as  soon  as  advantageous  offers  are  obtained.  For  further  in¬ 
formation  on  the  past  and  present  condition  of  this  portion  of 
their  property,  the  Proprietors  are  referred  to  the  subjoined 
report  of  Mr.  Banks,  the  Surveyor. 

An  amount  of  £177  3s.  9d.  will  be  observed  in  the 
General  Balance  Sheet,  under  the  head  of  “  Etches’  Fund.” 
This  is  the  balance  of  the  Dividends  hitherto  received  on  the 
amount  of  Stock  forming  the  bequest,  after  defraying  the  legal 
expenses  of  the  suit  instituted  by  the  residuary  legatees,  in 
accordance  with  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

The  Directors  continue  to  devote  their  especial  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Company’s  Building  and 
other  property,  in  thorough  repair.  Defective  portions  of 
the  Southern  End  of  the  main  building  have,  during  the 
past  year,  been  carefully  restored  from  the  foundation  upwards; 
and  large  sections  of  the  roof  have,  from  time  to  time,  been 
reconstructed  on  a  system  more  substantial  than  that  originally 
adopted,  with  a  view  to  increased  durability  and  greater 
economy  in  the  future.  Similar  repairs  to  the  roofs  over 
detached  buildings  in  the  grounds  have  either  been  completed 
or  are  still  in  progress. 

The  renewal  of  decayed  portions  of  the  floor,  the  substitution 
of  brickwork  for  timber  in  the  supports  of  the  floor-joists,  the 
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enclosure  of  the  flower-beds  in  the  Nave  with  brickwork,  and 
other  necessary  works  of  the  same  permanent  character- 
have  all  been  proceeded  with  in  a  solid  and  satisfactory  manner, 
and  with  the  best  materials.  In  addition  to  the  above  current 
repairs  the  road-front  of  the  Palace  has  been  painted. 

The  works  of  the  Aquarium  Company  are  making  satis¬ 
factory  progress,  and  there  is  every  prospect  of  the  Aquarium 
being  opened  to  the  public  at  the  date  originally  named,  viz.,  the 
1st  of  April  next,  so  as  to  take  advantage  of  the  Easter  holi¬ 
days.  Apart  from  the  direct  advantage  to  he  derived  by  this 
Company  from  the  additional  attractions  of  the  Aquarium,  it 
will  add  an  agreeable  architectural  feature  to  that  end  of  the 
garden  front,  its  parapet  will  give  an  appropriate  finish  to  the 
vacant  space  at  the  North  End  of  the  Palace,  while  the  Terrace- 
Roof  cannot  fail  to  be  a  valuable  addition  to  the  pleasure  of 
visitors  resorting  to  that  part  of  the  premises. 

The  contract  for  the  buildings  necessary  to  connect  the 
Aquarium  with  the  Orangery  has  been  let  to  a  responsible  con¬ 
tractor  for  the  sum  of  £3,200,  and  is  proceeding  satisfactorily, 
under  arrangements  which  ensure  its  completion  by  the  date  of 
the  opening  of  the  Aquarium.  This  outlay  will  be  charged  to 
the  balance  of  the  Reconstruction  Account. 


Negotiations  are  pending  for  letting  the  outlying  portions 
ot  the  Company’s  land,  included  in  the  “Crystal  Palace 
Leasing  Act,”  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  reso¬ 
lution  of  the  Proprietors  in  December,  1869. 


An  arrangement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Sacred  Har¬ 
monic  Society  for  the  celebration  of  the  Triennial  Handel  Fes¬ 
tival  in  the  ensuing  summer.  The  days  fixed  are  as  follows : _ 

Rehearsal,  Friday,  June  16th. 

First  performance,  Monday,  June  19th. 

Second  do.  Wednesday,  June  21st. 

Third  do.  Friday,  June  23rd. 


All  possible  variety  will  be  introduced  into  tlie  performances, 
which  will  again  be  under  the  direction  of  Sir  Michael  Costa. 

It  appears  to  the  Directors  that  the  expense  incurred  in  pa}^- 
ing  the  dividends  on  the  small  holdings  of  stock  by  stamped 
warrants  sent  through  the  post,  is  one  which  might  be  saved 
with  advantage  if  it  could  be  effected  with  convenience  to  the 
Proprietors.  With  this  view  they  propose  that  on  and  after  this 
date  the  dividends  on  all  holdings  of  Ordinary  Stock  under  £20, 
shall  be  paid  direct  to  the  Proprietor  at  the  offices  of  the  Com¬ 
pany’s  Bankers  (the  Consolidated  Bank,  Limited,  52,  Thread- 
needle  St.),  on  presentation  by  the  Proprietor  of  his  Share  Certifi¬ 
cate,  on  any  day  between  the  15th  and  22nd  January  inclusive 
in  each  year,  till  further  notice.  Dividends  not  demanded 
during  the  period  named,  will  stand  over  till  the  next  period  for 
payment.  A  resolution  to  this  effect  will  be  submitted  to  the 
meeting. 

The  Directors  are  unwilling  in  the  present  disturbed  state  of 
public  affairs  to  make  any  predictions  as  to  the  prospects  of  the 
coming  season,  but  they  may  point  to  the  Handel  Festival,  to 
the  opening  of  the  Aquarium,  and  to  the  probability  that  a  large 
number  of  persons  will  visit  London  during  the  summer  for  the 
International  Exhibition,  as  some  justification  for  cheering  ex¬ 
pectations  in  regard  to  revenue. 

A  new  route  to  the  Crystal  Palace  from  London  Bridge  was 
opened  on  the  1st  November,  the  South  London  Line,  passing 
the  following  stations :  South  Bermondsey,  Old  Kent  Boad, 
Peckhain  Bye,  Champion  Hill,  North  Dulwich,  Tulse  Hill,  and 
Lower  Norwood,  &c.,  to  the  Low  Level  Station.  This  will  give 
easy  access  to  the  Palace  from  the  populous  districts  of  Ber¬ 
mondsey  and  the  Old  Kent  Load,  and  will  also  afford  facilities 
to  the  neighbourhood  of  some  of  the  other  stations  on  the  line. 


Since  tlie  last  meeting  the  Company  has  sustained  a  very 
serious  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Bowley,  who  had  held  the  post 
of  General  Manager  from  April,  1858,  till  his  decease  on  the 
25th  August  last.  Of  Mr.  Bowley’s  well-known  zeal  and  devo¬ 
tion  to  the  interests  of  his  employers  during  his  long  connexion 
with  the  Company  it  is  difficult  to  speak  too  highly,  and  the 
Directors  desire  to  place  on  record  their  sincere  appreciation 
of  his  unwearied  efforts  in  the  service  of  the  Proprietors,  and 
their  cordial  respect  for  his  memory. 


The  Directors  have  under  consideration  the  measures  rendered 
necessary  by  the  loss  of  Mr.  Bowley’s  services,  but  are  not  at 
present  in  a  position  to  report  any  final  arrangement.  They 
hope,  however,  to  secure  efficiency  in  the  management,  without 
any  addition  to  the  expenditure  hitherto  incurred  under  that 
head. 


By  Mr.  Bowley’s  decease  the  Rockhills  property  reverts  to 
the  Company.

To  the  Directors  of  the  Crystal  Palace  Company. 

DULWICH  WOOD  PAEK  ESTATE. 


Gentlemen, 

In  reporting  upon  the  present  state  of  the  building  opera¬ 
tions  which  have  been  carried  out  under  my  superintendence  on  this 
Estate,  since  my  appointment  as  Architect  and  Surveyor  to  the 
Company  in  the  year  1858,  I  propose  to  give  a  brief  history  of  the 
events  which  have  transpired  from  the  beginning. 

The  Estate  was,  as  you  know,  held  by  the  Company  at  a  ground 
rent  of  £3,000,  with  a  covenant  to  expend  £40,000  in  roads,  and  in 
the  building  of  houses,  to  be  held  by  the  Governors  of  Dulwich 
College  as  a  sufficient  guarantee  for  the  entire  ground  rent  of  the 
whole."  The  ground  rent  has  since  been  reduced  to  £1,056  8s.  by 
the  diminution  of  area  consequent  on  the  sale  of  the  site  of  the 
High  Level  Eailway  Station,  and  the  formation  of  the  public  roads. 
When  I  was  called  in,  the  time  had  well-nigh  elapsed  for  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Company’s  covenants  to  build,  and  it  was  at  once  de¬ 
termined  to  build  four  villas,  on  sites  selected  upon  the  ridge  nearest 
the  Palace  and  on  the  tongue  of  land  formed  by  the  Penge  and 
Victoria  Eoads.  These  houses  were  built  in  1859,  and  tenants 
were  readily  found  for  them  at  rentals  of  nearly  6  per  cent  upon  the 
outlay.  During  the  years  1860,  61,  and  62,  other  five  houses  were 
built  by  the  Company  and  leased  at  a  similar  profit.  When  these 
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nine  houses  were  completed,  the  Company  had  done  all  that  was 
virtually  required  of  them  as  security  to  the  College  for  their  ground 
rent.  Subsequently  two  of  these  houses  were  profitably  sold  bv 
the  Company,  and  two  others  built  in  their  stead. 

During  these  proceedings,  I  endeavoured  to  induce  various  inde¬ 
pendent  parties  to  build  upon  the  vacant  land,  upon  the  faith  of 
substantial  leases  being  ultimately  granted  to  them  ;  but  my  efforts 
proved  fruitless,  as  both  private  individuals  and  speculating  builders 
elt  no  confidence  in  the  then  existing  tenure  of  the  land.  Mean- 
while  the  land  adjoining  the  Estate  along  Sydenham  Hill  (the 
property  of  Dulwich  College)  had  been  let,  as  also  most  of  the 
property  at  the  Upper  Norwood  end  of  the  Palace,  while  our  ground 
lay  idle,  with  a  daily  decreasing  length  of  lease.  In  the  year  1862 
it  was  arranged  with  the  College  that  the  ground  rents  should  be 
appOTtwned  on  a  satisfactory  basis.  Knowing  what  was  contem- 
plated  I  induced  one  gentleman  to  take  a  plot  of  land  to  build  upon 
and  did  the  same  myself;  but  the  matter  was  not  finally  settled 
until  the  spring  of  i867,  after  which  date,  when  it  became  known 
that  the  Farquhar  Hoad  had  been  formed,  and  that  leases  were 
to  be  had  direct  from  the  Freeholders,  I  at  once  had  the  good 
fortune  to  get  several  respectable  speculating  builders  to  take  to 
uildmg  on  the  Estate,  and,  despite  the  shortness  of  the  lease 
(now  only  66J  years),  from  the  attractive  proximity  of  the  houses 
to  the  Palace,  most  respectable  tenants  and'purchasers  have  been 
readily  found  for  their  houses.  For  the  last  three  years  I  have 
consequently,  been  actively  engaged  in  granting  building  agree¬ 
ments  upon  terms  far  better  than  at  one  time  my  most  sanguine 
.hopes  led  me  to  believe  X  should  ever  realise. 

The  whole  of  the  land  is  now,  and  since  last  Quarter-day,  dis¬ 
posed  of  upon  building  agreements,  which  will  be  payable  in  full  in 
a  little  more  than  two  years,  when  an  improved  ground  rent  will 
accrue  to  the  Company  of  about  £360  per  annum,  even  after  the 
deduction  of  the  tax  of  a  halfpenny  per  yard,  levied  by  the  College 
under  the  agreement  upon  the  area  of  the  land  on  which  the  im¬ 
proved  ground  rent  accrues  to  the  Company.  This  tax  I  hope  may 
be  modified,  as  it  renders  the  income  of  the  Company  at  least  £115 
a  year  less  than  it  would  be  without  it.  I  hope  also  to  realise  about 
£550  m  cash  contributions  towards  defraying  the  original  cost  of 

the  sewers  under  the  roads,  of  which  a  large  portion  is  indeed 
already  collected.

The  only  further  information  which  I  think  it  may  be  interesting 
to  give,  is  that  seventy-five  houses  have  now  been  built  upon  the 
Estate,  and  that  when  all  the  arrangements  now  made  are  carried 
out,  there  will  be  ninety,  costing  in  all  about  £130,000.  Nine  of 
these  houses  are  the  property  of  the  Company,  and  have  been  built 
at  a  cost  of  £20,000,  seven  of  which  are  or  will  very  shortly  be 
saleable  under  the  agreement  with  Dulwich  College  above  referred  to. 

The  original  area  of  the  Estate  was  67  acres,  but  by  the  sale 
of  10  acres  to  the  Kailway  Company  and  the  ground  given  up  to  . 
the  formation  of  roads,  the  area  of  building  land  which  has  been, 
let  is  about  45  acres.
